movement for the drafting of Su­ 
preme C ourt Justice Owen J. Rob­ 
erts as the Republican presidential 
nominee was heard again today 
in GOP circles around the capitol. 
The movem ent is based largely 
on 
conversational endorsem ents, 
w ith Republican men and women 
saying: 
“Justice R oberts would m ake an 
excellent candidate. He should be 
drafted.” 
The move has no public spon­ 
sors, yet it finds favor in the rank 
and file of Republican m em bers of 
Congress. 
I t started about two 
years ago and was killed off a t 
th at tim e by Justice R oberts him ­ 
self. 
It has revived so often 
th a t observers are inclined now 
to place the justice in the Re­ 
publican “dark horse” class de­ 
spite his personal objection. 
A query w as sent the justice 
for comment on the current talk 
of 
drafting 
him. 
His 
reply, 
through an interm ediary, was: 
"Justice R oberts is in no sense 
available for the Republican nom­ 
ination for president. 
H e earn­ 
estly desires th a t the m atter not 
be discussed.” 
Voices U ltim atum 
To a Suprem e C ourt colleague. 
R oberts is reported to have said 
recently th a t he would not ac­ 
cept the presidential nomination 
even if it were tendered him. He 
is said also to have expressed the 
same 
ultim atum 
to 
personal 
friends. 
Despite all this, the name of 
Roberts is heard tim e and again 
as a “good m an” for the presiden­ 
cy. 
A t the mom ent, there are 
some m aterial political handicaps 
in the path of his nomination. 
Roberts is a Pennsylvanian. His 
sta te ’s 75 GOP delegates are to 
be pledged to Governor A rthur 
H. Jam es, whose m anagers indig­ 
nantly deny th a t he will be a 
“stalking horse” for R oberts or 
any other possibility 
and w ith 
equal force assert he him self is 
going to be the Republican nom­ 
inee. 
A R oberts boom m ust side­ 
track Jam es and opinion differs 
as to w hether this would be easy 
or difficult. 
And there are some leaders who 
are superstitious politically. These 
recall th a t the last tim e the GOP 
took a Suprem e court justice for 
their nominee — Charles Evans 
Hughes in 19 16—it w ent down to 
defeat. 
Those favoring R oberts 
how ­ 
ever give some good reasons for 
his nomination. 
They explain he 
is a liberal, as evidenced by his 
Suprem e Court decisions on New 
Deal issues; th at he is a man of 
great ability, as evidenced by his 
court w ork and his prosecution of 
the Teapot Dome 
oil scandal 
cases, and th a t he is a man of 
great integrity, broad of intel­ 
lectual attainm ents, w ith kindly 
hum an qualifications. 
They add th a t if there is a dead­ 
lock in the Republican convention 
it m ight be well Jo keep an eye 
on R oberts—even though he says 
he will not accept the nomination.

NEW YORK, April 6.— (AP)—A fiery ring in the 
heavens, caused by an annular eclipse of the sun, will move 
across southern and southwestern states tomorrow, offer­ 
ing this country its first 
glimpse of the phenomen in 75 
years. 
The full phase will be visibla 
along a 150-mile belt from the 
Big Bend section 
of Texas 
to 
Jacksonville, Fla., 
provided 
the 
w eather is clear. 
Forecasts in­ 
dicate cloudiness over m ost of 
the region. 
Elsew here in the U nited S tates 
and N orth America, w ith the ex­ 
ception of Alaska, only a partial 
eclipse will be seen. 
Because 
the 
moon’s 
distance 
from the earth will be too great 
to effect 
a 
complete 
blackout 
or “total” eclipse of the sun, tha 
“ring” eclipse will result. 
N inety- 
three per cent of the sun’s sur­ 
face will be covered when the 
moon reached the point of con­ 
centricity, 74 per cent in Southern 
California. 
To the casual observer in the 
central phase zone the effect will 
be only a lessening of sunlight* 
and possibly a paling from a yel­ 
low to a greenish cast. 
Use Smoked Glasses 
Through sm oked glasses or an 
over-exposed film negative, how­ 
ever, the sight will be th a t of a 
flaming ring, w ith huge billows 
shooting outw ard from the sun’a 
edge. 
I t will last four to six 
minutes. 
The 
last stellar spectacle of 
this sort in the United S tates oc­ 
curred in 1865. 
The next is not 
due until 19 9 4.

And a fter him was Sham gar, the son of A nath, 
who sm ote of the Philistines six hundred m en 
w ith an ox goad: and he also saved Israel. 


—Judges 3:31 


In the days of Shamgar, Israel was in a most depressed condition, 


with the whole nation cow ed in fear before its attackers. 
Invading bands 


of Philistines came in from time to time, pillaging the country, massacring 


the people, and in general making life miserable for these newcomers to the 
land. 


Shamgar was raised up in such a time to be a deliverer. 
His exploit 


of routing a band of six hundred Philistines does not sound so great when 


one considers the vast armies that still remained in the cities of the enemy, 


but it was notable when we consider his weapons. There is where we get 
the thought for us today. 


Shamgar used what he had at hand. 
He was familiar with the ox goad, 


for it was his constant companion as he worked with his herds. 
Probably 


he would have been awkward with a sword, but long practice in pushing 


reluctant cattle around had made him an expert with the pointed pole. When 


the enemy came on him, he wasted no time in wishing for some real weapons, 


but pitched right in with what he had. 
The result was a notable victory. 


Bible history is filled with the stories of the people who used what they 


had when need arose. You may remember how young David went against 


the giant. 
He tried to wear Saul’s armor, but it was so heavy that he 


couldn t walk in it, so he laid it aside, picked up some pebbles from the 


brook, and went out to finish Goliath, using only the simple means with 


which he was familiar. 


Dorcas is mentioned in the New Testament as an example of good work. 


Her weapon was a needle. 
She used her talent for sewing to such good 


effect that not only were the poor people of her day clothed by her skill, 


but even to this day, women call their sewing societies “Dorcas Societies,” 


commemorating the name of this obscure seamstress who consecrated her 


needle to works of charity.

Moses had to learn a lesson of this sort himself. When God called him 


to lead the people out of Egypt, Moses demurred and tried to claim exemp­ 


tion, but God gave him a sign. 
“What is that in thy hand?” God asked 


him. And Moses replied, “A rod.” In obedience to the Divine voice, he 


threw it on the ground, and it became a living serpent, and he was frightened 


and ran from it. 
But when he picked it up again, it was apparently only 


a stick. With this living rod Moses led the people across the Red Sea and 


into the wilderness wanderings. 
While he kept the rod to himself, it was 


lifeless, but when he let go of it, in service, there was life and power in it. 


Every person has something in his hand, if he will only use it. What­ 


ever it is, whether money or talent or something else, it does very little 


good until it is released in service. When it is turned loose, it accomplishes 
things. 


Too many of us waste our time crying because we do not have some­ 


thing else to work with. A man with a deep bass voice always wishes that 


he could sing tenor, and the lawyer wishes he were a farmer and the farmer 


wishes he were a city business man, and so it goes. 
If you had the oppor- 


tunity or the talents of someone else, you would do wonders— maybe. 
But 


■ what are you doing with the talents and the opportunities that are in your 
hand? 


The place to start your life achievement is right where you are, and 


the tools with which to work are those in your hand. 
“A poor workman 


quarrels with his tools. 
A Paganini could pick up a cheap fiddle and make 


it sound like a Stradivarius, while some novice would make a genuine 


Stradivarius squawk like a frightened cat. 
It isn’t what you have to work 


with, but what you do with what you have that counts when the results 
are totalled. 


Shamgar met his great opportunity with his familiar, homely ox goad 
in his hand, and he delivered the goods. 
You would be lost trying to wield 
an ox goad, but you have something in your hands which you can use to 
defeat your mental and spiritual enemies and make the world better. 
Use 
what you have, where you are, and if you do your best there you are alto­ 
gether likely to win promotion.

Governmental 
regulation 
or 
pub lic control seems to b e firm­ 
ly estab lished. In many of our 
daily activities these 
regulations 
are so common that we are prac­ 
tically unaware of their existence. 
Real estate ownership exists in 
a regular lab yrinth of laws 
of 
state, county, and city, which 
naturally affects the ownership of 
land. They are presumab ly 
en­ 
acted for the b enefit of society. 
Erecting new b uildings, removing 
or demolishing 
existing 
struc­ 
tures, developing the land, all are 
sub ject to codes, inspection, 
per­ 
mits, generally with costs attach­ 
ed. 
No longer is it possib le to ac­ 
quire a niece of land and plan its 
sub -division without fully consid­ 
ering the rights of governmental 
b odies to dictate the terms 
and 
grant permission. Neither is it 
possib le to divide 
property 
and 
sell it metes and b ounds except in 
amounts permitted b y law'. 
Needs Anticipa ted 
Along with other aids to society 
and protection of property owner­ 
ship, has come city planning and 
zoning. City, or rather regional, 
planning, the controlling of future 
city growth, is the 
thing 
that 
eliminates dead end streets as 
well as streets that are too nar­ 
row for pub lic use, provides recre­ 
ational 
facilities, 
underground 
passes, and seeks to anticipate the 
future needs of a growing 
com­ 
munity. 
Regional planning is a fairly re­ 
cent innovation prompted b ecause 
of traffic conditions. In the day of 
the slow-drawn 
carriage, 
when 
horses propelled our vehicles, lit­ 
tle consideration was 
given 
to 
ease of flow of traffic. 
In 
fact, 
little m attered whether it flow­ 
ed or not, there wasn’t enough of 
it to b other ab out. 
But since the horse has 
given 
way to the motor and the power 
and speed of transportation 
ve­ 
hicles multiplied a hundred times 
more or less; since mass trans­ 
portation of urb an street cars no 
longer gathers up and 
deposits 
pedestrians at central 
shopping 
and marketing points as they did 
in the past; 
since 
people 
no 
longer walk b ut are carried from 
place to place in luxury, there has 
arisen a demand for b etter provis­ 
ions of highways and b yways to 
more readily accommodate this 
more rapid transit. 
Restrictio ns Pro v ided 
City zoning is an attem pt to 
regulate city growth and preserve 
property under 
city 
ordinance. 
Prior to the adoption of this mod­ 
ern method, ab out the only 
en­ 
deavor made to protect land own­ 
ership was b y 
deed 
restriction. 
These restrictions were provided, 
or not, at the will of the owner, 
and were enforceab le b y him or 
others if running with a 
certain 
tract. They take precedence over 
zoning when they do not conflict. 
Ordinances for zoning give se­ 
curity to property 
holders 
and 
often restrict its uses as well. Of 
course, a perfect plan might 
b e 
impossib le, there may b e reason 
for deviating from the 
original 
set-up, b ut permanency as far as 
possib le is desirab le. 
With constant change and lit­ 
tle stab ility, the effect of the law 
defeats itself and those who have 
thought themselves secure, 
im­ 
proving their holdings according­ 
ly, might just as well have pur­ 
chased without the b enefit of the 
protection they thought they were 
getting. 
Locally, there is a modern zon­ 
ing ordinance adopted 
ab out 
a 
year ago. It was the product of 
expert study, opinion and advice. 
It serves the purpose for which it 
was devised, and offers security 
to those who rely 
upon 
it. 
It 
should b e rigidly adhered to and 
changed as seldom as possib le. In 
this way only will it survive as a 
b enefit to society.

The large master b edroom is 
furnished in inlaid b leached maple, 
and the second b edroom contains 
a b unk b ed with a b uilt-in shelf 
for the top b unk. 
There is no 
color in any of the permanent 
fixtures, such as walls and wood­ 
work, except for the natural finish 
red oak flooring.

two corner cupb oards and an ex­ 
tension telephone. 
Connected to

On the service porch, which re­ 
semb les another large room, is 
the electrical unit.

A slum 
dwelling, according to scientific 
| definition, is a dwelling unfit for 
human hab itation b ecause: 
1. It is unsafe structurally. 
2. It 
lacks 
ventilation 
and 
plumb ing. 
3. It is in a filthy neighb orhood 
or in an unlighted or unheated 
attic or b asement. 
4. Too many people live in too 
small areas. 
Medieval Squalor 
People 
today 
are 
living in 
medieval squalor, within our own 
b orders. 
It has b een demonstrated that 
private industry, unassisted can­ 
not provide people in the lowest 
income group with decent housing 
at a rent they can afford to pay. 
In 1937 the United States hous­ 
ing authority was created as a 
permanent pub lic agency to re­ 
house the lowest income third. 
This plan differs from the earlier 
PWA housing projects, the rents 
of which were too high. 
The 
USHA makes 60 year loans and 
annual sub sidies to local housing 
authorities. 
The cost per dwell­ 
ing unit is limited. 
For each unit 
b uilt, a slum unit must b e de­ 
molished. 
As of Feb ruary 29, 
1940, there were 363 such projects 
in 
construction 
and 
operation 
throughout the U.S.A. 
Says Many Saved 
Such slum clearance programs 
are not charity. 
They are civic 
upkeep; cleaning up the cellar, 
and the garb age can, and save the 
pub lic's money in the long run. i

incurred b y b ad neighb orhoods,; 
due to policing and health ser-1 
vices, exceeds b y many times the 
taxes collected from those areas, i 
Delinquency and epidemics are al­ 
ways traceab le to these areas. 
In communities in America and 
Europe where people have b een 
moved into decent quarters, de­ 
linquency, disease and consequent' 
cost to the community have drop­ 
ped markedly.

*7 LEAVE PEOPLE UP IN THE AIR” 
A friend says that I leave people u p in the 
air; that I explain very minu tely how tools make 
I it possible for people to produ ce more bu t I fail 
to explain how this benefits labor. 
And w'hen 
| people fail to u nderstand how this benefits the 
j average citizen, they are left u p in the air and, 
consequ ently, do not oppose cu stoms and laws 
j that interfere with the creating of tools and capi- 
| tal. 
Ou r indu strial bigness u ndou btedly is one of 
the cau ses of people being left u p in the air when 
it comes to u nderstanding how more capital helps 
the workers. 
We are so big that we now u se on 
an average of $4000 worth of tools per worker. 
I One billion dollars of new additional wealth ’n 
the form of tools wou ld add only $20 of additional 
tools for each worker. 
This is only one-half of 
the one per cent of what he already has. 
So the 
worker does not notice any immediate perceptible 
improvem ent 
Bu t su ppose tools were very scarce and each 
worker had only the equ ivalent of a hoe and 
rake. Then, if he were fu rnished a spade, he cou ld 
easily see how additional tools wou ld improve his 
ability to till the land and get resu lts. 
And it fu rther mu st be remembered when we 
have $4000 worth of tools per worker that if the 
new tool is simply an improved method of doing 
an operation, the old tool mu st be discarded. 
So 
when the former valu e of the old tool is su b­ 
tracted from the valu e of the new one, the net i 
addition is greatly redu ced. 
It sometimes takes 
$5 or $10 worth of new tools to add one n et dol­ 
lar’s worth of additional tools. 
As an example 
take the horses, wagon, harness and farm land 
that were discarded becau se tran sportation was 
fu rnished by the gas engine instead of by animals. 
Ca p ita l Lo st By Erro rs 
Besides the su btraction of the tools made ob­ 
solete by new tools, redu cing the additional amou nt 
of new tools, a large fraction of w hat is intend­ 
ed to be new tools or new capital is lost becau se 
of errors in ju dgment, in attem pting to produ ce 
new tools and new capital. 
Undou bfedly, $4 ou t 
of $5 are lost for every dollar in this manner. 
So this wealth that is intended to be u sed for 
new’s tools that is lost does not benefit the work­ 
er and experiences of this kind have a tendency 
make it difficu lt for the worker to see how 1

new tools really benefit him. 
Asp era tio n Misu n d ersto o d 
Then, again, the worker does not u nderstand 
how tools benefit the worker becau se he believes 
there is a limited am ou nt of work to be done and 
that he actu ally wants work instead of the fru its 
of work. This belief in a limited amou nt of work 
instead of u nlimited work, cau ses him to believe 
that tools are harm fu l to him instead of his lib­ 
erator and servant. 
He does not seem to realize 
that no man has ever had all he wants for him­ 
self and others; that m an’s wants increase more 
rapidly than his ability to su pply these wants. 
These wants of man are only su pplied by labor 
and any tools that enable him to produ ce more 
is passed on to the consu mer not becau se his em­ 
ployer wants to bu t becau se competition compels 
him to do so. 
Ou r wants are especially u nlimited in u nder­ 
standing, in beau ty, in health, in en tertain m en t 
and amu sement. These wants are ever expanding. 
If we have tools and equ ipment that enable 
people to produ ce necessities with a shorter frac­ 
tion of their time, then they have more time left 
for variou s kinds of enjoyment. 
Au to Ben efits W o rker 
Only a few years ago, it cost so mu ch hu man 
labor to be transported a mile in a private vehicle 
and took so mu ch time that private tran sporta­ 
tion was very limited. 
Becau se a few men had faith, will power, fore­ 
sight and accu mu lated tools and equ ipment that 
enabled labor to extract power from the earth in 
the form of oil and harness this power in the 
au tomobile, hu mble workers now enjoy private 
transportation that was not dreamed of in the 
horse and bu ggy days. 
Capital has added u ntold 
benefits to mankind in cou ntries where capital 
was perm itted to accu mu late and be u sed in tel­ 
ligently as it was in the United States u ntil the 
last few decades. 
In every line, men with foresight can see how 
m an’s energy can be increased by more efficient 
u se of n atu ral resou rces. 
In the oil indu stry, a 
new method of refining gasoline, known as the 
Hondry Process, is being developed. 
This will 
requ ire millions u pon millions of new capital. 
It will produ ce as high as 82 per cent of high 
octane gas ou t of a barrel of oil, where now the 
national average is only 45 per cent. 
The octane 
latin g will be from 77 to 81, while the relatively 
modern cracking process produ ces 70. 
It will 
mean more miles per gallon, people will travel 
more both hr au tomobile and by airplane. 
Let u s u se an illu stration and ask the reader 
to remember that the principle works ou t the same 
in every other line of bu siness. If a thou sand men 
each spends $100 for gasoline joy-riding, the work­ 
ers who produ ced the 
gasoline 
wou ld get the 
money for produ cing the gas. 
Bu t the men who 
have consu med the gas have nothing left bu t 
the memory of the pleasu re of u sing it. Had this 
same thou sand men spent $100 in hiring labor 
to produ ce new methods of more efficiently re- 
fining gasoline, the laborers wou ld have the money 
and the 1000 men who saved it and invested it 
wou ld have owned a plan t th at wou ld have made 
every consu mer of gas get more tran sportation for 
a sm aller fraction of his life’s work. 
If the voters cou ld only u nderstand how added 
capital benefits them, we wou ld not be passing 
laws that wou ld restrict the produ ction and ac­ 
cu mu lation of capital by interfering, by taxation, 
and labor laws that prevent the most efficient plac­ 
ing of men so as to most rapidly add to the capi­ 
tal of the world. 
Ou r problem is a qu estion of 
edu cating. 
We need people who can explain. 
Wou ld that I had more talen t along this line!

yet done anything to get rid of 
any of those three notoriou s hood­ 
lu ms. 
On the contrary, he indorsed, 
in the name of the A.F.L., an ap­ 
plication for a Presidential par­ 
don for a confirmed racketeer 
who mu scled into the presidency 
of an international u nion withou t 
an election at a salary of $20,000 
a year plu s an u nlimited expense 
accou nt. 
That is Mr. Green’s attitu de on 
criminals in positions of leader­ 
ship in u nions of the A.F.L. 
still am 
u ndecided whether to 
name 9 7 more leaders with crim­ 
inal recqrds. 
Bu t if he insists on 
hu rting the A.F.L. by demanding 
that I prove my contention, in­ 
stead of moving to get rid of these 
vermin. 
I can accommodate him. 
Closed Shop Discu ssed 
He then proceeds to a discu ssion 
of the closed shop. 
“The closed shop or u nion shop,” 
he says, “is not a device to com­ 
pel workers to join a u nion.” 
Well, let u s see what the closed 
shop does. The closed shop merely 
compels workers to abandon their 
jobs if they refu se to join the u n­ 
ions, which is merely another and 
not very palatable way of saying 
the same thing. 
Even if the u n­ 
ion is ru n by racketeers, the “u p­ 
standing, independent” American, 
as Green describes the worker! 
mu st pay initiation fees, amou nt­ 
ing to as mu ch as $3000 plu s du es 
and assessments, or forfeit his 
right as an u pstanding, indepen- 


dent American to work at his law­ 
fu l occu pation in his own cou ntry. 
Pay or Qu it 
And, u nder the Wagner Act, so 
prou dly hailed as labor’s Magna 
Charta, the government of the 
United States will compel the u p­ 
standing, independent American to 
pay these amou nts or abandon his 
career, even thou gh the u nion be 
ru n by criminals. 
The qu estion whether they are 
ru n by racketeers is only a com­ 
plication, however. 
The fu nda­ 
mental wrong lies in the compu l­ 
sion, even thou gh the u nion, by 
some miracle, prove to be hon­ 
estly adrqjnistered. 
Unions are 
volu ntary 
associations only for 
those who join volu ntarily, and a 
u nion has no more right to com­ 
pel one man to join and pay be­ 
cau se 9 9 others in the same shop 
have joined and paid than the 
Catholic or Baptist chu rch has to 
compel him to join and pay be­ 
cau se 9 9 others are Catholics or 
Baptists. 
Fixed by Politicians 
Union du es, he says, are fixed 
by the members of the u nions, to 
which I can only reply that Mr. 
Green is either u npardonably ig­ 
norant and ou ght to be fired for 
knowing so little abou t his own 
bu siness or is telling a deliberate 
lie. 
Union du es are fixed by the 
members only in theory and by the 
u nion politicians in fact, and in 
many cases of which I am not 
willing to believe he is u naware, 
the du es and assessments are fixed 
by racketeers and collected by 
terror. 
The 
u pstanding, 
independent 
American too often is afraid to 
opeft his mou th even to debate a 
harmless 
proposition 
in 
u nion 
meetings, and cu nning crooks in 
Green’s organization have devised 
a Class B or non-voting type of 
membership whereby the crooks 
>ell work permits to non-members 
bu t exclu de them from participa­ 
tion in u nion affairs. 
Like the Czechs u nder the Nazis, 
they are classed as su b-hu man 
creatu res, privileged only to toil 
and pay taxes to their oppressors 
u nder 
the 
au thority 
of 
A.F.L, 
charters. 
If Mr. Green dares to 
challenge the tru th of this asser­ 
tion I will ram the proof down 
his throat in pu blic along with 
the names of the 9 7 other crimin­ 
als whom he finds so congenial in 
the 
government 
of 
u pstanding, 
independent Americans. 
I dare Mr. Green to dispu te this 
and hope he does, becau se I want 
to move him into the position of 
defending as fou l an imposition on 
American labor as ever the most 
bru tal and greedy employer was 
accu red of. 
I will waltz Mr. Green arou nd 
again soon.

Convincing proof that the city’s edu cational pay 
roî! ba* b®cn padded for years and that it still is 
padded excessively is ju st one more reminder that 
one can get away with mu rder if the mu rder is 
committed in the name of edu cation. 
We have had more than hints that ou r edu ca­ 
tional system has been condu cted with reckless ex­ 
travagance 
We have had repeated charges that 
money was being wasted wantonly. Bu t everyone ------- 
lu c „ay ru m u m mey 
who repeated the hint or made the charge speedily¡hgtve been the chief su fferers. 
It has been their 


fou nd himself in a civic hornet’s nest. 
Everyone 
who dared to criticize or to offer a remedial su g­ 
gestion was immediately branded as an enemy 
of ou r schools. 
Not u ntil ou r edu cational system 
had su pplied the monu mental scandal of the city’s 
history was it at all safe to even hint that there 
was anything wrong with ou r schools. 
Now it develops that ou r schools have employed 
at one time 216 more teachers than the needs of 
the schools requ ired and that the schools still have 
147 more teachers than are necessary. As direct 
resu lts of this deliberate pay roll padding there 
has been a shortage in the school bu dget, a con­ 
stan t threat that the schools might be closed pre­ 
matu rely, and teachers have been requ ired to teach 
several weeks of the school year withou t pay. 
And all the time that devoted teachers were 
facing the threat of salary cu ts and actu ally .giv­ 
ing weeks of their professional service for nothing 
the lack of fu nds to operate the schools fu ll tíme 
on a cash basis, was du e directly to the wanton 
squ andering of fu nds rather than to any lack of 
revenu e. 
Ou r trou ble has not been du e to any 
lack of money: It has been du e entirely to the 
squ andering of the money collected. 
Bu t let u s remember that the fau ltless ones and 
the blameless ones in this u nsavory transaction 
have been the teachers of the city. They are not to 
blame for the padding of the pay rolls, bu t they 


calamity rather than their crime that they have 
been employed tinder a system whose improvidence 
has made it impossible to pay the teachers an 
adequ ate wage and even to pay all that has been 
promised them. 
If the same expert su rvey that has revealed this 
edu cational delinqu ency were extended to all the 
schools of the state, we have no dou bt that consid­ 
erable payroll padding wou ld be u ncovered. 
For 
this evil has reached a maximu m in most depart­ 
ments of government in recent years. It has been 
popu lar to add to official pay rolls ju st as many 
citizens as possible. 
In many instances the people 
have demanded the employment of the maximu m 
nu mber. 
Excessive official employment has been 
an accepted means of combating depression. There 
is no dou bt at all that many a yawning bu dget 
cou ld be balanced if all agencies of government 
wou ld employ no more people than they actu ally 
need.
